JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 23.—The 
convicts in the Penitentiary had just return- 
ed to their shops from dinner to-day when a 
preconcerted mutiny broke out in the har- 


ness shonof Jacob Stranss & Co. Four 
mer seized Vantlorn, the foreman 
of the collar shop and told him to remain 


quiet. Four men also ‘seized Snider, the 


foreman of the harness shop, and stripped 


him of his clothing. John B. Johnson, the | 
ring-leader, a highway robber under sen- 
tence of twelve rears, ran into the 
department whete the horse collars are 
stuffed and set whot of loose straw on fire. 
Inamoment the building, with its three 
shops—harness, collar and whip--was on 
fire. Pandemonium prevailed, When the 
guards ran ime with the hose they 


were met by thé conviets, who, with a ham- 
mer, cut the hose. Johnson made an effort 
to escape over the walls. but, despite the fact 
that he had a knife and a _ club, he 
was captured hv Jesse Tolin and is 
now in the dungeon. His seven 
companions areatso confined in the dark 
eells.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 23.— 
The revolt inthe Penitentiary to-day fol- 
lowed by the incendiary fire which destroved 
over $300,000 has thrown this city into a 
state of excitement which, now. that the 
shops are only smouldering ruins, has 
but partially subsided. The hlow dealt the 
State is a seVer@ one, and the penitentiary, 
which has nat, ecovered by any means from 
the disastrous conflagration of nearly two 
years ago, will be of little use to the State 
for another six months. The buildings de- 
stroyed are owned by the State. The stock and 
machinery belonged to the contractors.

The eight 
men. who were brought into the dock 
of Kilmainham Court-house on the day when 
Fitzsimmons gave his testimony Were: Jas. 
Carey, a member of the corporation: Joseph 
Brady, a stone-cutter; Edward O’Brien, a 
shoemaker; Edward McCaffrey,a van driver; 
| Peter Carey, a mason; Laurence Hanlon, a 
carpenter; Peter Doyle, a coach builder, and 
Timothy Kelley, likewise a coach builder. 
Fitzsimmons did not deliver the knives and 
ritie to the police until a fortaight after he 
had found them. ®

Miehael Cavanaugh, the carman, who had 
been concerned in a previous attempt to mur- 
der a Mr. Field, was unmistakably identified 


by a_ little girl named Ellen  Brop- 
jy.  Kavanaugh’s examination — lasted 
several days, but his evidence was 


most conclusive against the prisoners. He 
swore that he drove four ef them into the 
park towards the Gough monument, where 
they got down. Directiy afterwards a car- 
man named Fitzharris came towards the 
same place, driving a car in 
which were seated four other men, 
A short time afterwards he saw two gentle- 
men approaching and heardacry. Then he 
saw one of the gentlemen fall down, He did 
not see the other gentleman fall but the four 
}men whom he drove to the Park jumped in 
‘his car almost immediately afterwards and 
he drove away. The witness heard one of 
the four men whem he had taken to the 
Park impress upon his companions that it 
was the “tall man” by which it was 
intended to designate Under Sec- 
retary Burke, who was to be assassinated. 
The names of the fourmen whom Kavanagh 
‘had driven to the Park were brady, Kelly, 
| McCaffrey and Delaney. On the Lith of 
February James Carey, one of the 
eight prisoners, turned State's evi- 
dence and was placed on the witness stand. 
Carey testified that he was a member of a 
society known as the “irish Invincibles,”’ 
whose business was the “extirpation of ty- 
rants.” Ile was conducted into the society 
by aman named P. J. Sheridan, whom_he 
met at the Angel Hotel in Dublin in De- 
cember, 1881, Casey had been a member 
of the Fenian Brotherhood since 1882. 
At the time he met Sheridan the latter was 
disguised as a priest, and went 
by the name of Father Murphy. 
The witness deposed that all the prisoners 
were members of tie “‘Invincibles,” exeept 
one, as was also Frank Byron, ot London, 
whose wife brought the arms to the conspir- 
ators,

ope ceedings in the House. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
JerreRson Cuiry, February 23.—The 
House was engaged the greater part of the 
giorning in considering the Carroll labor 
statistics bill. Upon Carroll’s own motion 
the objectionable features of the measures 
were stricken out, namely, the stairway Ppro- 
vision, the arbitrary power of the Inspector 
and the substitution of civil responsibility 
or the misdemeanor clause. The bill went 
engrossment. : 
In the Senate there was a long debate or er 
Senatator Bryant’s joint and concurrent res- 
olution instructing our Senators and Con- 
ssmen to favor a bill decreasing the resent 
ff rates,ad volorem and specific.at least 25 
reent. Senator Allen opposed the resolu- 
on, and after a long debate it was agg 
itely postponed. The Dill of Senator Ha- 
wards repealing the immigration act was 
brought up on reconsideration,and passed, re- 
ceiving twenty. votes. This settles the immi- 
ration question, and the House will pass 
fie Senate bill. Resolutions expressive of 
the regret of the Senate over the death of 
Benator Truax were introduced by Senator 
Jacobs. New bills were introduced 
by Mr. Kouner, of Knox, to require 
railroad corporations to furnish cars to ship- 
pers on side-tracks and switches without un- 
necessary delay ordiscrimination. By Eller- 
be, of St. Louis county, changing the road 
jaw as applicable to St. L uis county, re- 
uiring the County Court to let out all work 
y contract, and abolishing the office of Road 
Overseer. By Carter, of Lafay tte, to pro- 
amar pe corporation, Mrehants’ Exchange or 
ard of Trade from making any laws, rules 
or regulations for the purpose of encourag- 
ing or aiding such corporation in carrying 
on what is known as option’ dealing, 
d to compel areport of all cash sales to 
be made to the County or City Collector 
where such Merchants’ Exchange or Board 
of Trade is operating. Ryan of St. Louis, 
making it a misdemeanor for any lobbyist to 
intimidate members of the Legisiature.

On the 23d of last month Mrs. Sabini filed 
in the Circuit Court an application for 
divorce from her husband, and in it she 
avers that they were married March 10, 1872, 
and that, while she faithfully discharged 
her duties as a wife, he offered indignities to 
her ; that he has been for some time trying to 
get her to leave him, telling her that he 
wouldn’t live with her anyhow, and that he 
did not care for her or love her; that he said 
he had auother woman and ordered her out 
of the house. On January 17, the petition 
alleges, be spent the day at home 
in a great state of excite- 
ment, abusing her and ordering her 
to leave the house, telling her at the same 
time that he did not care for her and that if 
she had any respect for herself she would 
not stay in the huvuse after he had ordered her 
to leave; that much of the talk which then oc- 
curred was heard by her moiher.

THE WINDSOR HOTEL WAR. 

Thus far, though the tide of war has raged 
around the Windsor Hotel for many days) 
there is no one killed and noone wounded, 
and there are grounds for hope that the 
fearful struggle may come to an end without 
increasing the mortality of the city. But to 
people unlearned in the Jaw, who are accus- 
tomed to consider the supremacy of the law 
as sufficient to prevent any resort to violence, 
it is a puzzle to understand why the decrees 
and orders of the courts and all questiohs of 
disputed title and ownership cannot be set- 
tled by authority of the court.

Where Were the Soldier Boys? 
Sr. Lours, Pebruary 23, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Will you be so kind as to tell the citizens of St. 
Louls why Col. Geo. F. Chapman and Col. J. G. 
Butler did not callout their regiments yesterday 
and mak} a grand street parade, in honor of 
the Father of our great and glorious Union. 

If this day (which has been made a legal holi- 
day in the State) is not honored, why celebrate 
the Fourth of July? The regiments mentioned 
have a Grand Armory, built by the aid of our citi- 
zeus, and they called upon the people of this city 
to support and patronize their entertainment at 
the Armory last May, but when the 22d of Febru- 
ary parade was looked for these Colonels were in- 
different and lay back onthe laurels won at the 
entertainment at their Armory last May. 

The writer wasa member of Company A. Na- 
tional Guard, and one of the original members 
who joined it in Juiy, 1852. This company made 
its first parade December 1, 1852; its second on 
the 8th of papery? £ in honor of the battle of New 
Orleans. Onits third parade they escorted the 
Washington Guards. commanded by Capt. D. M. 
Frost, who, after a brigade was formea,was elect- 
ed General; this on the 224 of February, 1853. 
Our militia in these days never failed to parade on 
the 221 of February. Company A, N. G. 
hadareputation that extended as far east as 
New York City, which city they visited after the 
inaugural of President U. 8S. Grant the second 
time, March 4, 1873. They were complimented in 
Washington City by the President and mauy cele- 
bratea men. 

Leaving Washin seey escorted by the Wash- 
ington Grays of Philadelphia, on the 5th of March, 
1873, they visited Philadelphia and made a street. 
parade there, andin the armoy of the Gravs they 
were entertained handsomely, in the evenin 
they were invited to several theaters and a gran 
ball at the Academy of music. On the morning 
of the 6th of March they _ started for 
New York City. At the ferry boac in Jersey City 
they met a corporal from Company F, Twenty- 
second Kegiment N. Y. State Militia, who greeted 
us Kindly, and after crossing the Hudson River 
and inareching Sup Courtiand streetto Broadway 
we were escorie¢ m Broadway by two companies 
of said regiment to Union Square and back to the 
Grand Central Hotel. 

When in the hotel and dismissed, we had a good 
hand-shaking if nothing stronger. On the even- 
ing of the 7th we were invited to the armory of the 


Twenty-second Regiment to witness 
the = drill. After the drill we were 
entertained in royal style. On Sat- 


urday evening,the &th,we took our sleeping cars at 
Jersey City and passing Philadelphie and RBaiti- 
more we returned home via Cinetnnati. In East 
St. Louis we were tnet by the members who could 
not goon the trip and escorted across the Old 
Mississippi River, down Main to Walnut, up Wai- 
nut to Fourth and up Fourth street to our Armo- 
ry, Washineton avenue and Fourth, where we 
found an elegant collation. Col. Chapman and 
Col. Buller were privates in the company on this 
trip, and the writer thinks they ought to feel 
ashamed of themselves for not calling out their 
commauds yesterday.

It is contended. that the man who went East 
will arrive on January 2, and the one who went 
West will have the date of December 31, forty- 
eight hours difference.

[Every twenty-four hours the earth makes one 
revolution from west to east on its axis. The 
man who travels around the earth in the same 
direction, in a given time, will therefore go 
around the axis of the earth once oftener than the 
earth will have revolved in the same time. That 
is to say, if the earth makes 365 revolutions while 
the man is making the journey, be will in the same 
time have counted 366 days, or risings of the sun. 
On the other hand, the man who goes areund the 
earth in the opposite direction will, in fact, retrace 
and lose one of the earth's revolutions on its axis, 
and will consequently see but 364 sunrises in coing 
round to the starting point. A man traveling East 
at the rate of 15° longitude every twenty-three 
hours will find his noons just twenty-three hours 
apart, while the man traveling West at the same 
rate of speed will find his noons twenty-five hours

time on a west-bound British ship in the Pacific 
Ocean 179° west of Greenwich was four minutes 
past noon of Thursday, February 22.

The Windsor Hotel is stillin a state of 
siege, both parties being stil] in possession. 
Since Mr. Livingstone got in by means of a 
ladder at 9 o'clock last night he has been 
jocked up in his room, and has not appeared 


on the ground floor among his enemies. 


Mr: D. C. Thatcher, backed up by his watch- 


man, headed by A. J. Stiles and Ab. Grimes, 
still hold full possession of the whole house. 


They are sure that Mr. Livingstone will not 
steal another march upon them. Last night 
he went out with his attorney, Mr. 0’Grady, 
and the opposition were jubilant because 


they thought they had him out for good. 
Ab. Grimes was sent out to walk the St. 
Charles street front, and he saw Livingstone 
and a crowd of his friends there. In a 
minute Grimes was arrested,and as he round- 
ed the corner in charge of a Deputy Sheriff, 
he saw a ladder run up against the 
side of the building and vingstone 
cliinbed in a_ third-story window. 
He went to his room, where he was joined 
by his wife, and neither of them ~had ap- 
prares up to noon to-day. A plan to starve 

im out was then arranged. The number of 
watchers was increased. At neon to-day 
the Post-Dispatcn reporter visited the 
hotel. Twenty-tive men were on watch. 
There wasa man at every possible place 
where food or fuel could be brought into the 
building. Coal was plenty enough in the 
cellar, and all the guests were supplied, but 
Livingstone could get none. wo men 
were stationed at his door to _ see 
that nothing was brought to him. 
Inthe room underneath a man sat at the 
open window, witha bed quilt around him to 
keep him warm. His duty was to see that 
the ladder trick was not again successfully 
turned. Watchers were posted in every pos- 
sible nook,and a reporter wandering through 
the building was pulled up severalimes on 
suspicion of carrying rovisions 
to the besieged Livingstone and his wife. 
Nobody is let in at the front door who is not 
known to be a professed Thatcherite. Short- 
ly before noon a watcher came down and 
whispered to Stiles, The latter called over 
to Mr. Thatcher: | 

“I say, she says,she’ll burn up the furni- 
ture in that roomif they don’t give her 
coal.” 

The “she’’ referred to was Mrs. Living- 
stone, who had been in her room without 
fire all day. 

‘Let her,” said Mr. Thatcher. “I'll take 
that risk.” 

‘‘We wont let her have any?” 

“No, I'd ibe a nice sucker 
to keep all these men _ here 
and pay them to get Livingstone out of 
the house, and then to furnish him the means 
of being comfortable in it. Let nothing ga 
into thatroom. Isent them supper last 
night and that is all I’m going to do.” 

Noarrests had been made up to noon. 
The Thatcher people were calmly waitin 
until Livingstone had succumbed to cold an 
hunger.

Since that arrangement was made the condi- 
tion of affairs at the Windsor has materially 
changed and Mr. Livingstone this week 
formally declined to furnish any 
more reports’ in view of the 
curious complications which have been de- 
tailed in these columns. 

J. E. MeKeighan asked Judges John M. 
and C. H. Krum, who were present this 
morning whether they still appeared in the 
Barrett case as attorneys for the Living- 
stones. 

Judge C. H. Krum announced that 
he represented Geo. E. Leigh- 
ton and D. C. Thatcher. Mr. 
Leighton was the trustee in the first deed of 
the Windsor Hotel, representing the Bridge 
family, and Thatcher a few days since pur- 
chased from a member of the Bridge family 
who bid $20,500 at the Court-house sale, and 
received a deed to the Proper’? which he 
subsequently conveyed to Thatcher. 

Judge John M. Krum announced that he 
was retained for Mrs. > Aa the 
Barrett case, but he desired to enter his 
withdrawal as to her husband and,condition- 
ally upon the surrender of the deed of trust 
in Mrs. Livingstone’s favor, he withdrew 
likewise in respect of her. 

The court stated that no _ further 
action would be taken in_ the 
Barrett case at present.

CHICAGO, February 23.—From the data 
obtained from eight representatives of large 
retail stores it is estimated that there are 
to-day in Chicago at least 2,000 self-asserted 
kleptomaniacs. As soon a woman of any re- 
spectability is caught in the act of stealing, 
she takes refuge under the cloak of klepto- 
mania, and it isonly when she is not known 
and believed to be a common shoplifter that 
she is prosecuted.

It Will Come Up Next Month in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Mr. Presley N. Jones leaves for Washing- 
ton to-morrow night to assist Jeff Chandler 
in arguing the Kring ease before the United 
States Supreme Court March 5th. The mo- 
tion to dismiss the appeal on a writ of error 
was overruled, and the case now comes up on 
the legal questions involved. The point is 
in brief: Whether the’ change in tiie State 
Constitution which permits a man once con- 
victed of murder in the second degree to be 
placed upon trial again in the first degree for 
the same oifence is ex post facto or not. 
An ex post facto lawis one which changes 


the punishment of an _ offence af- 
ter its commission or materially 
affects the right of a defendant. 


Kring’s lawyers claim that his plea of guilty 
to murder in the second degree was equiva- 
lent to a conviction and that when the Su- 
preme Court set aside the sentence for twen- 
ty years in the Penitentiary, the State was 
prociuded from proceeding against him for 
any offense greater than murderin the sec- 
ond degree, it being provided in the old con- 
stition, which was in force at the 
time Kring committe! the murder, that an 
acquittal oJ a higher degree or a conviction 
for a lower degree procluded the State from 
again proceeding for a higher degree.

THE GORGE GONE BY, 


But Little Damage Inflicted--Only a 
Slight Rise--The River Falling. 
The long expected Alton gorge came down 
yesterday and did not amount to much when 
itcame. The gorge broke at Maple Island 


about 11:30 a. m., and reached here 
between three and four o'clock 
in the afternoon, nearer the 


first mentioned hour. The field of ice hu gged 
the St. Louis side to the elevator and then 


turned off towards the Llineis side, where it 
was massed both by current and wind. Most 
of the ice was honeycombed and soft, and at 


no time was the river more. than 
half. full. It was feared that 
considerable damage would be done 


to the new pier which is being constructed 
by the Laclede Gas Works, but by strenuous 
efforts the threatened damage was averted. 
The St. Louis Elevator was the next point 
of attack, and furnished a harbor for several 
tugs and ferries; but, with the exception 


of some hard knocks, no damage was 
done. Below the bridge the warning 


of the telegraph from Alton had _ been 
heeded and everything was secure. The 
bridge pier and the massing of the ice on the 
other side made it comparatively safe. and 


little or no damage was inflicted 
on the shipping. - About 700,000 
feet of lumber belonging to the 


{au Claire Lumber Company, of Alton, were 
swept out by the gorge and on notification 
by telegraph of the fact the tug Alice Parker, 
Capt. Keiflein, was detailed to catch the rafts. 
By dint of careful management and hard 
work Capt. Keiflein succeeded in bringing 
200,000 feet of it ashore, but the rest 
Was carried down with the gorge. 
The loss is estimated at about $15,000, 
THIS MORNING 

the gauge at the Harbor Office marked a to- 
tal rise of 24 6-10, adifference since yesterday 
at10a.m.of one foot. The total rise inci- 
dent to the gorge breaking probably 
amounted to one foot and a half, as at seven 


this morning there had been a_ fall 
of threee inches from the high- 
est figure reached. A tour among 


the steamboat officers this morning revealed 
a State of sweet serenity over the result of 
the gorge break, as not a dollar’s worth of 
damage had been reported. Atthe Northern 
Line effice, Superintendent Hutchinson had 
just arrived from Keokuk. He said when he 
left Keokuk at six yesterday evening the 
river was falling rapidly at that point; 
the ice there had moved about 
a hundred yards a few days before 
but was solid again. However, the train dis- 
patcher had informed him that the ice was 
running at Hannibai and Louisiana, and he 
thought probably it was moving as high up 
as Clarksville. Capt. Johnson said he 
thought, if the present weather continued, 
that the upper river would be open 
within a week or ten days. 
considerable amount of straggling ice, some 
of it very heavy and solid, was running in 
the river this morning, but not in large 
enough quantities te interfere with regular 
navigation. The river was still falling at 
noon,

Wonderful combination of nobleness and 
depravity! Nearly every sentence is embel- 
lished with low and gross profanity, yet his 
learning, his reasoning and the luster of a 
mighty intellect command admiration from 
those who deplore his infirmities and con- 
demn his relentless animosity toward the 
United States Government, 

But for a man to study, for an object to 
look at, for a political record te admire, go to 
the Executive Mansion and see Alexander 
H. Stephens, and then muse over his career. 
“His frail form and wrinkled face,” says one 
who has been his associate for a long time, 
“look pretty much as they did some forty 
years ago.”” Anditistrue. For more than 
thirty years Stephens has been an invalid, 
“‘with only-a few weeks to live,” say the re- 
porters ; but the faithful servant who carries 
the plain little man about the house in his 
arms says he feels a littie “heavier now dan 
he useter.”” This is a queer sight to one first 
visiting him, to see a young negro take the 
Governor of Georgia in his arms, and lift 
him across the streetand into his carriage 
like a baby. But this ninety pounds of bone 
and flesh (mostly bone) has been through a 
terrific ordeal. poor farmer's son, a 
college student, school teacher, lawyer, 
Congressman, Vice-President of the United 
States, author, historian, and Governer. he 
has made thousandss, was never married, 
yet to-day he is a poer man, barely able to 
keep up on his salary.
